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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art references do not disclose all of the features of claims 1-11. 

2. Regarding claim 1 , prior art references do not disclose the feature of a 
density measuring device that measures densities of C, M and Y colors 
according to the amounts of the reflected lights of the test patterns of R, G and B 
colors that are acquired from said light-receiving sensor and an adjusting device 
that adjusts color production of the C, M and Y layers of said color photographic 
paper so that the measured densities of C, M and Y colors are target densities. 

3. Regarding claim 9, prior art references do not disclose the feature of 
sequentially measuring amounts of reflected lights of the test patterns of R, G 
and B colors with a light-receiving sensor that has spectral sensitivity 
characteristics in wavelength areas of R, G and B colors, calculating densities of 
C, M and Y color according to the amounts of the reflected lights of the test 
patterns of R, G and B colors and adjusting color production of the C, M and Y 
layers of said color photographic paper so that the calculated densities of C,M 
and Y colors are target densities.
